PLAGUE SPREADS IN HAWAII.

* HONOLULU, Feb. 15, via San Francisco, 
Feb. 22.—[Special.]—The bubonic plague is 
spreading to other islands of the Hawaiian 
group. Seven deaths occurred at Kahului, 
-on the Island of Maui, and there is one case 
at Hilo, on Hawaii Island. There is no 
doubt that the illness of which the men died 
is the plague. 
The seven victims were all Chinese. At 
Kahului it was found that the conditions in 
the Chinese district were immeasurably 
| worse than they had ever been in Honolulu. 
The destruction of the district by fire was 
ordered, and the order was immediately ex- 
ecuted. 

In prozimity to Kahului are several large 
plantations with thousands of faborers upon 
them, and in sight of the town are vast es- 
tates of the Hawaiian Commercial company, 
Pala Sugar company, Kihei Hamakuapoko 
mill, and the Wailuku Sugar company. 

Maui has a bountiful supply of disinfect- 
ants; and all the plantations are equipped. 
Fifteen hundred pounds of sulphuric acid 
were shipped recently to Kahului for the 


torney at Wailuku, Maui, sent to the city 
to report that he was certain that there was 
no infection on Maui outside of Kahului.

Will Be in Readiness for Pupils in 


October — Preliminary Announce- 
ment of the Scope in Education Is 
Made to the Public. 


_ The work of erecting the buildings for the 
Chicago Institute, the academic and peda- 
gogical school founded by Mrs. Emmons 


| Blaine, will be begun at once. Plans have 


deen completed and a preliminary announce- 


made. The buildings are expected to be so 
far advanced by spring as to permit thé 
opening of one of the three branches, the 
summer school, on July 2. The academic 
school will open in October. 

The site for the school includes four acres, 
the main building fronting on North Park 
avenue, between Belden and Webster ave- 
nues. The estimate of the amount required 
for the purchase of the land and the erec- 
tion and equipment of the buildings is $600,- 
000, and Mrs. Blaine has guaranteed to the 
institute an annual income of $95,000 for 
a term of years to secure it a sufficient start. 

The teachers of the institute are now in 
all parts of Europe and Asia preparing for 
their service in the schools by study abroad. 
The institute will be for students of all ages, 
for children. in kindergartens, and for teach- 


in part to afford opportunity for Colonel 
Francis W. Parker, former principal of the 
Chicago Normal School, to work out with 
greater freedom the principies which he had 
applied to his former school. Colonel Par- 
is President of the institute. 


Plans of Buildings. 
The building upon which work will be be- 
gun will be of Bedford buff cut stone. It 
will be 448 feet in length, with a natatori- 
um, gymnasium, library, assembly hall, lab- 
oratories, museum, artrooms, and class- 
rooms designed for the special studies, The 
natatorium and gymnasium will be under 
the direction of Carl J. Kroh, physical di- 
rector. The dimensions of the swimming 
tank will be 30x15 feet and of the gymnasi- 
um 87x64 feet. The assembly hall will cor- 
respond in size to the gymnasium. I the 
rear of the building a large playground has 
been planned. A library is being gathered 
for the school and will be under the direc- 
tion of Miss Irene Warren. 

As an auxiliary to the institute a school for 
poor children will be built in some crowded 
portion of the city. A site near Milwaukee 
avenue has been ered. 


Individual Is a Unit. 

The individual is to be the unit in all the 
schools of the institute. It is the principle 
upon which the schools are founded that 
each pupil shall be made the subject of spe- 
cial study on the part of the instructors and 
his education adapted to his needs. A char- 
acteristic of the new school will be that 
which was characteristic of the Chicago 
Normal School, the correlation of studies. 

Study; play, manual training, music, and 
various forms of physical exercise will be 
joined in the education of the pupils of the 
institute. The academic school will en- 
deavor to provide ideal conditions for the 
education of children and pupils between 
4 and 18 years old. It will include kinder- 
gartens and will prepare for admission to 
college. Home economics will be a part of 
the course for the academy. The depart- 
ment of home economics is established ina 
hope to bring the school and the home into 
the closest relations. The course will include 
housekeeping, sewing, hygiene, and 
sanitation, and it be given a place in 
the pedagogic school. 

The academy and the school of 
as well will correlate study with physical ex- 
ercise. To effect this the academy will di- 
vide the time of its pupils, giving the morn- 
ing to class work indoors and the afternoon 
to gutdoor sports andexercises. 

Qualifications for Admission. 

The pedagogic school will admit 

upon credentials of graduation Pb gaa 
credited high schools, normal schools, col- 
leges, and universities, or teachers with 
three years’ experience. The school will 
train for teaching in elementary, secondary, 
and normal schools, kindergartens, and will 
train specialists in education. The course 
will be to cover two years, but it 
ie stated that the time may be lengthen 
shortened in individual cases as may seem 
best in the judgment of the teachers. 
One entrance requirement is that candi- 
dates must be free from physical defects 
likely to impair the usefulness of a teacher, 
and every student entering the school will 
be considered to be on probation until the 
faculty decides that the candidate possesses 
the natural gifts for a successful teacher. 

The summer school will follow the general 

lan of the summer school at the Chicago 

ormal School, but it will have a longer 
term and it is stated a broader scope, with 
greater advantages in equipment. Al! de- 
partments of the institute will be represent- 
ed in the summer school, which will be open 
for all persons. 

Certificates of attendance will be granted 
on membership of not less than three — 
and the work accomplished will be regarded 
as a preliminary test of fitness to enter the 
regular courses of the institute. 

Regular courses in home economics will be 
open to the public. This course will include 
instruction in the care, treatment, training, 
and home teaching of children as well as in- 
struction in housekeeping, cooking, sewing, 
hygiene, and sanitation. The institute will 
be a university extension center and lecture 
courses open to the public will be maintained 
throughout the year. 

Concrete study in natural sciences and

astonishing—than in the United States. The 
nineteenth century has been a century of 
expanding knowledge, a century of abound- 
ing invention, a century of amazing increase 
in the means of communication and trans- 
portation.’ 


Need of New Markets. 

He referred to an enormous increase of 
the power of production in the United States 
and the universal cry for new markets for 

products and continued: 

“The only peoples who have not reached 
the manufacturing stage, the only peoples 
who do not compete with us in their own 
markets, are the vast populations of South. 
America, Africa, and especially of Asia. 
Great Britain and Germany have got 
ahead of us in the markets of South Amer- 


ica; but if our manufacturers will follow 
‘foreign example in adapting their products 


to local tastes and needs, I see no obstacle 
in the way of our securing a fair share— 
and that will be the lion’s share—of that 
hitherto undeveloped and neglected business, 


As to Africa, the case is different. We have 


allowed, in our blind idolatry of the Monroe 
doctrine, in our devotion to the stay-at-home 
policy of the eighteenth, century, in our in- 
tense desire to avoid all international ob- 
ligations, the great nations of Europe to 
partition out Africa among themselves and 


; exclude American products by means of 


discriminating tariffs devised to secure for 


their own manufacturers a monopoly of 


the new markets. I say we stood uncontern- 
edly by and remained silent while these vast 
possibilities of expanding trade were one 
by one extinguished. For justification we 
cited some abstract theories of non-interven- 
tion in the affairs of the old world; and 
no one could pretend that Africa was in our 
hemisphere! Our blunder, which was little 
less than a crime, was in our failure to 


| recognize that science and invention and 


steam and electricity have, since the days 


ft Washington and Jefferson, made the 


whole world one, and every part of it, for 
commereial purposes, a possible of 
the United States. ‘ 

As a Field for Trade. 

“But the psychological moment has 
passed. In Africa we shall have only such 
trading rights and privileges as the Euro- 
pean overlords may be graciously pleased to 


vouchsafe us. Happily Asia, the largest, 


richest, and most populous of the unoc- 


cupied markets of the world, remained. All 


eyes were on China, with its splendid, in- 
exhaustible, and undeveloped natural re- 
sources and its 400,000,000 people strangely 
stirring with a new and mighty life. Eng- 
land made a great effort to keep its trade 
doors open, but failed. And Englishmen in 
the East, as I well recall from conversa- 
tions with them in Shanghai, Canton, and 
Hongkong, gave way to discouragement, 
which almost verged on despair. With 
France on the sotith, Germany on the east, 
and the Russian bear’s paw over all the 
north, the independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of China trembled in the balance; 
yet if her sovereignty collapsed, if those 
European powers ded up and appro- 
priated that vast empire, their several an- 
nexations would have been closed to Amer- 
ican trade and commerce. 

That this disaster to our industries has 
been averted you owe to the prescience, wis- 
dom, and skill of the statesman who today 
worthily fills the chair of Washington. 
Thanks to the brilliant and truly memora- 
ble diplomacy of the present administra- 


tion the great nations of Europe have 


agreed—and agreed in writing—that what- 
ever political or territorial policies they may 


‘pursue in China, the open door to trade, 


the equal commercial rights and privileges 
we now enjoy with them, shall remain intact 
and inviolable.“ 


Need of Nicaraguan Canal. 

President Schurman also referred to the 
** success of the administration's negotiating 
for the construction of an interoceanic canal 
under American control,“ which highway, 
he said,’ was needed more than ever, since 
the Pacific is now destined to be, through the 
mingling of Occident and Orient under the 
new agency of the United States, the theater 
of the next great act in the divine drama of 
the life and development of humanity.” He 
continued: | 

“TI said a little while ago that the expan- 
sion of American industries and capital = 
for new markets in another world. And, lo! 
the teeming populations of the Orient have 
been secured as permanent customers! Let 
us enter in and possess this vast commercial 
estate. But you must study the needs, the 
sentiments, and the prejudices of the Orien- 
tal and give him exactly what he has been 
accustomed to and what he wants. After- 
ward you may try new departures; once es- 
tablished in his markets you may venture 
with novelties to create new wants; but at 
the outset you must take him as he is and 
cater to his tastes, for in no other way will 
you secure his trade. Considering the pre- 
eminence of our natural resources and the 
superiority of our skill and labor, as well as 
the advantage of our proximity to Asia—for 
China is just across the ‘ pond’ at our back 
door, which may one day become our front 
door—I believe that no one has painted in 
too roseate hues the possibilities of commer- 
cial expansion in the Orient. Here is, as it 
were, @ foreordained field for the surplus 
products of your teeming industries. And 
it opened up at the time when the old limits 
were beginning to prove oppressive. 


Secret of Success in Diplomacy. 


_ “ What was the secret of our success in 


compelling European nations to stand by 
the policy of the open door in China? Some 
powerful ¢ause there certainly was, for 
England had failed in a similar attempt 
only two or three years ago. We should not 
have succeeded at that time, either; in- 
deed, we should not have essayed the task; 
and had any political leader suggested it 
he would have been denounced as a rene- 
gade to the Monroe doctrine. But in the 
short space of two years the political hori- 
zon of the can people has undergone 
an immense expansion; the astonished na- 
tions have seen us become an Asiatic power. 
American diplomacy triumphed in China 
because the American flag waved in the 
Philippines. That commercial expansion 
which the marvelous growth of your capi- 
tal and industries had rendered indispensa- 
ble to the continued vitality of the nation 
was heralded by the roar of Dewey's guns,
